The influence of the 
advertiser should not play a part in 
the suppression of news that legiti 
mately belongs to the readers. 
It is 


often hard to distinguish news from 
advertising, harder for the 
persons 


submitting the. items than the editor 
or clerk handling them. 


Xews published in a 
paper in a 


community the size of Janesville can 
often inflict grievous hardships, hu 
miliation, or exaltation. 
Often the 


editor is credited with being a callous 
sort of an individual whose motives 
are most sordid. It is even intimated 
that the influence of the newspaper 
can be purchased at so much per in- 
sertion and others divers insinuations 
and aspersions are cast at a profes- 
soln that is seeking only to promul- 
gate news, written in su",h a manner 
that it is fit for any person to read, 
devoid of personalities, and only voic- 
ing the daily happenings of the com- 
munity and the world at large. 


To be a successful news writer the 


copy-catcher must bury his personal 
feelings on the subject under discus- 
sion. He may 
intensify the articls 


with personalities, with' graphic pen 
pictures, but his own personal feel- 
ings should be forgotten. 
The opin- 


ions of the paper are expressed in the 
editorial column only. Here will be 
found the expression of sentiment, the 
moulding of public opinion as it were,

Sugar has risen 
very little, costing now eight or nine 
centa a pound, scarcely, half a cent 
more than before the war. 


Bread I. Higher. 
Bread, however, has goue up consid- 
erably, and costs now from four to 
six cents a pound.
